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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the 1 12 1st paragraph rejection o 
claims 1 and 19, the 112 remection will be withdrawn. The prior art Lee discloses a first and second memories in Fig. 6, Items 614 and 
616, and a video driver for comparing the memories in col. 6, lines 39-65. Lee discloses a second monitor smaller than the first in Fig. 1, 
which is connected to a shared peropheral bus as shown in Fig. 1 , item 14, and in col. 6, lines 19-30. The prior art Craig has been added 
to disclose a compression unit. An MPEG encoder can obviously be added to the computer system of Lee as most systems, as known in 
the art, have MPEG capability, thus it is obvious to add the MPEG encoder. All of the limitations are disclosed by Lee or Lee combined 
with Grossman et al and Craig. The rejection has been maintained.. 
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
